Study Launched 


At UC Parley 


RIVERSIDE dJ.R)—Twenty-three 
University of California scientists 
ended a two-day meeting yester­ 
day toward coordination of the 
fight against smog as one warned, 
“We can’t stay in California un­ 
less we control smcg.” 
The scientists suggested a two- 
edged program on emergency and 
long-range bases. 
One member, Dr. S. H. Cameron 
of UCLA said: 
“Smog is & man-made problem, 
and man can control it. We can’t 
stay in California unless we do." 
The University Research Com­ 
mittee reported an emergency plan 
would be undertaken to identify 
and measure smog content from 
particular sources. The long-range 
program would include research 
toward learning if certain plants 
or plant varieties are more smog- 
resistant than others. 
The scientists, headed by Dr. 
John Middleton of the Riverside 
campus, agreed the present pro­ 
gram should be extended beyond 
facilities of the College of Agri­ 
culture to include schools of pub­ 
lic health and engineering. 
They indicated a series of re­ 
search stations might be set up in 
Southern California. Study also 
would be made to determine if cer­ 
tain crops may not be planted 
safely in specific areas.

, nanced by a $35,000 grant from the 
: Legislature.

Conceived in the grati­ 
tude of the Pilgrims, it has spread through­ 
out our land as an occasion for praise to God 
for tiie mercies he has bestowed upon us in 
the pa«t year. 
Not a religious dav in the normal sense 
of the word, Thanksgiving was first nation­ 
ally proclaimed by President Abraham Lin­ 
coln just 90 \ears ago, in 186,1. J omorrow 
at dinner tallies across the nation, heads w ill 
lie bowed as acknowledgment is made to 
God in scores of languages and through doz­ 
ens of religious faiths. 
And vet it is not a time for supplication. 
A« it« name implies, it is ba«ed upon appre­ 
ciation of things accomplished. It is a brief 
period of thanksgiving in a world all too 
readv to giab everything it can and reach 
for more. 
As a nation we have much to lie thankful 
for, not the least of which is the end of the 
fighting in Korea. Individually most of us 
have “had a good vear,” although for some 
tiials and tribulations at times seem to reach 
overburdening heights.

In the present world align­ 
m ent, it would seem th at good 
political and economic relations 
between Japan and South Korea 
are an absolute necessity. 
Strong forces, however, operate 
to make the gulf between them 
almost as wide as th at between 
South Korea's President Syng- 
m an Rhee and Communism. 
At present the two nations are 
locked in a dispute over fishing 
rights off ihe 
South 
Korean 
coast. In the scramble for food, 
the fishing industries are vital 
to both, But the argum ent itself 
is only an - outcropping of ill- 
feeling th at goes back to the 40 
years of Japanese occupation of 
Korea. 


A HOST OF other problems 
has included Japanese claims of 
former property in both N orth 
and South Korea, and the Ko­ 
reans' counterclaim of. repara­ 
tions for losses suffered during 
the period of Japanese rule. 
Gen. M ark Clark, then supreme 
U N. commander in the Far East, 
invited Syngman Rhee to Tokyo 
a year ago in m ajor effort to 
bring the 
two 
side« 
together. 
Rhee and the Japanese sipped 
tea together but parted on term s 
th a t were no friendlier than they 
had been before. 
The 
fisheries 
dispute 
arises 
prim arily from Rhee’s one-sided 
claim th at 
Korean 
territorial 
waters extend 60 miles off shore. 
The 
Japanese 
reply, 
which 
seems to be the correct one, is 
th a t any such claim is contrary

CONSEQUENTLY,

Television, by bringing ceiebritie? 
into every home, has m urdered, 
glamor. 
That is the charge of a man I 
know who sighs for the grand old j 
times. Recently he was wistfully 
recalling the heyday of Enrico Ca­ 
ruso, almost the last of the g re a t' 
personalities. When the opera star I 
entered a restaurant, m aintains 
my friend, the whole place would 
fill up with adorers, jockeying for 
tables close by, each hoping to | 
catch his attention and be im- j 
mortalized by one of his famous 
pencil caricatures on the table- j 
cloth. Of th* millions who heard 
his voice by way of the phono­ 
graph which came along Just in 
tim e to record him. only a minute 
percentage ever had any idea what | 
he looked like. The result was that 
he remained a person apart. 
This was true of most of the 
celebrities of the nineties and early 
1900s. The bigeer they were, the 
more thev seemed to believe in 
reticence Maude Adams never gave 
interviews and wore heavy veils 
when she had to appear in pub- j 
Tic. Her admirers had so much rev- 
erence for her that they u n h a r-; 
nessed the horses and pulled her 
carriage through the streets them - j 
selves as a tribute after her best 
performances. The comfort of M rs.! 
Patrick Campbell was so much the 
concern of whole municipalities j 
th a t tanbark was thrown In front 
of theatres where she was playing 
ao that she wouldn't be disturbed 
by noises. 
Admirers followed the famous 
Lily Langtry all over the country j 
when she went on tour, and one j 
enchanted young man kept vigil 
over her private railroad coach 
Just for the pleasure it gave him 


to see the Jersey Lily’s graceful 
arm pull down her shades at night 
or raise them in the morning. The 
m an who did this told me the 
story himself. He never was in­ 
troduced to Lily Langtry so he was 
never disillusioned. 
Apparently even age could not 
wither glamor in those days. At 
least there was a beautiful singer 
who in her prime smiled—nothing 
more—on a bewitched young m an. 
Later, when she had spent all her 
money and could sing no more, 
th t man whose imagination had 
been caught and forever held by 
her beauty, directed th a t she re­ 
ceive each m onth until her dying 
day a check for $500. She lived to 
a great old age, too. 
It Is true th at movie star* have 
fans today, but mostly of teen age, | 
and every now and then there is 
a nasty suspicion th at such fol­ 
lowers make a profitable business 
of 
hovering ardently. In other 
words, that they’ve been subsidized 
by press agents. 
Maybe today’s celebrities are a 
little to blame for losing their 
place In the sun. Perhaps they’ve 
made themselves too accessible. 
I can think of only two people 
who have some of the old-fash­ 
ioned glamor and mystery. One is 
M arlene Dietrich who though seen 
in public now and then and even 
interviewed occasionally, still m an­ 
ages to m aintain a wan of silence, 
between the public and her pri­ 
vate life. The other person of 
course is G reta Garbo who has 
never 
been 
interviewed, 
hasn’t 
made a public appearance or a 
film for 30 years and yet Is the 
one story every newspaperman or 
woman longs to get. There must 
be a moral In th a t somewhere.

In the course of interrogating 
other former prisoners, more cases 
of heroism probably will come to 
light. 


SUGGESTED MEDALS 
Regulations

eral decorations, among them the 
Legion of Merit, for outstanding 
service; the Soldier’s Medal, for 
heroism involving voluntary risk 
of life; the Bronze Star, for out­ 
standing service or heroism, and 
the Commendation Ribbon, for 
meritorious achievement or ser­ 
vice.
